You  are  truly  a  remarkable 
group  of  individuals  and  you  have  accomplished  a  great  deal  of  which  you  can  be  proud.  A  degree  from  UMass/ 
Boston  is  a  degree  of  the  highest  order.  As  with  all  things  excellent,  I  know  that  the  journey  to  attain  your  degree 
was  not  an  easy  one.  The  demands  placed  upon  you  by  our  faculty  have  been  great  and  your  perseverance  and 
talent  have  enabled  you  to  meet  these  demands.  For  many  of  you,  the  demands  of  family  and  employment  have 
been  great  and  you  have  met  these  demands  as  well. 

Your  strength,  courage,  and  spirit  are  indeed  remarkable,  but  I  am  also  impressed  with  the  commitment  and 
concern  you  have  expressed  for  UMass/Boston  in  my  first  year.  Please  nourish  and  keep  alive  the  commitment  and 
concern. 

Come  back  and  visit  us  often.  As  alumni  you  continue  to  be  a  vital  part  of  our  community,  and  we  will  value  your 
input  and  advice.
